the means taken to keep them in cheok have 
been tolerably successful. The fact that the 
Colony hod been yisited with heavy and con- 
tinuous rains for some time previous to the 
search made in June accounts it is thought 
for the large number of white ants that were 
then found. Although there were eo many 
signs of-white ants in the building (there be~ 
ing no less than 164 trails discovered) but 
comparatively little damage had been euffer- 
ed during the previous six months. Bone tar, 
to whioh it is eaid theso destructive insects 
have a great antipathy, hae been freely op- 
plied to every part of the building where 
their presence has been.discovered, and it is 
hoped that in future the expense of repairing 
ther ravages will be materially decreased, 
Since date of last report the whole of the 
exterior of the building has been washed and 
the plaster and -woodwork renovated; the 
Ball-room auite, together with the possages 
and entrance-hall, have aleo been colour- 
washed, and the whole of the building with 
the exception of parta of the Theatre in- 
terior mey now be said to haye a yery pre- 
sentable appearance, | ve . 
~. When the Jast search for white anta was. 
made the Ball-room floor was found un- 
disturbed and in‘ good order, ‘thus shewing 
the beneficial, effect derived from tho sub- 
stitution of Iron pillars for wooden onea in 


formed Mr. Dorabjee that he could no longer 
be allowed to sell spirituous liquors in the 
City Hall during theatrical performances 
without a license, and by so doing deprived 
those who resort to the Theatre of a conve- 
nience that had bebn allowed to the public 
sinee November 1874. 

The season 1879-1880 was in aome respeots 
a busy one, performances having been given 
by the Amateur Dramatic Society and the 
Choral Society, but as usnal the larger portion 
of the earnings have been derived from tra-~ 
velling companies. The income derived 
from the Theatre during the time under re- 
port was $3,445, as aghinst $2,420.50 ob- 
tained during the previous twelve months, 

The Library.—Ae in previous years this 
part of-the building hos suffered less than 
any other from the, ravages of white ants. 
The South-East pilfar in the Library was 
the only point of ‘importance attacked. 
Fresh trails were there found about three 
feot from tho floor but no live mts. The 
pillar has beon well saturated with bone 
tar and no serious deoger need be appre- 
hended. 

A valuable addition to the Library took 
place in April last, when the Hongkong 
Club presented 627 volumes, many of them 
being of moro modern date than most of 
those already standing in the Library. The

It ia te bo rogretted 
however that other publishers in the Far 
Enst have not forwarded copies of new 
works to the Library, and consequently it 
contains but fow volumes of recent date.

The Musewn.—The Committes have every 


in the Museum during the last twelve 
months. Many artiolea have been added to 
fhe collection, while the interest taken in 
the Museum by all classes of the community 
but expecially by the Chinese has in no way 
abated, and the regulations in force as te’its 
management have, so far as the Committee 
are aware, been satisfactory to all. Con- 
siderable correspondenso has however passed 
between the local Government and the Com- 
mittee with reference to the rules as to 
admission to, the Museum ;—His Excellency 
the Governor being of opinion apparently 
that if there is any limit as to the houra at 
which different classes of the community can 
visit the Musoum, the latter cannot be said 
to be open free. Tho Committee on the 
other hand, considering that such rules 
should be made as would secure a fair op- 
portunity to Reople of all nationalities of 
visiting the Museum, and after full con- 
sideration adopted the regulations objocted 
to, but have now, after having the bonetit 
of the opinion of the Chief Justice and the 
Bishop, slightly moditied the previous tules. 
A copy of the new rules will be found in 
the ourrespondence published herewith. 1o 
order that the public may fully understand 
whut has been doue with references to this 
matter it has becn deemed advisable to at- 
tach to this report a copy of all the cor- 
respoudence that haa taken place on the 
aubject between the 10th Septembor 1879 
and the 10th August, 1880.*

Marquis Tséng, it is no unfair inference to | 
draw that the remonstrance of the forcign 
ministers, strengthened by the advics 
given by Colonel Gordon, has received the 
consideration it deserved. ‘This is the first 
reassuring atep that China is likely to 
make concessions that will be acceptable to 
Russia. We also hear that an Imperial 
letter has been sent from Peking to the 
Czar in favonr of a peaceful readjustment 
of the difficulty.

nering, was sent to England yestordsy

The Mongolian plaing are to 
be defended by the Mongols, The troops 
stationed to defend the Great Wall -are 
under the command of Tsao Ko-san, who 
is a native of Tientsin, and twenty yeara

impire. The Prince of Oh'un, who 
leads a strotig party,—in Which it is 
suspected that ‘Tso Tsurig-t’ang is con- 
cerned,—now charges Li with having 
misspent vast sums of money for arms, 
forts &c., and with having tmisused the 
preat powers given for the purpose of 
estowing Western perfections on the 
Chinese army and navy. The Prince 
urges that the money hus been ill-spent, 
that the extrnordinary powers given 
have been abused, that the money is, 
for all purposes, lost, and that Li is cor- 


rupt, or treasonous, or'incompetent.
